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The following constitutes the reasons for this bill and the purposes which are sought to be 

accomplished thereby: 

 

Legislative Bill 337 would permit the name of an officeholder to be used in advertising  

or promotional materials relating to the Nebraska Educational Savings Plan Trust, beginning  

January 1, 2011, except such use would be disallowed beginning January 1 of the year in which  

a governor is elected and continuing through the day of the general election of that year.  

  

Currently, an advertisement or promotional material for the Nebraska Educational 

Savings Plan Trust may include a reference to the public office but not to the officeholder by 

name.   

  

Legislative Bill 337 utilizes the same standard provided in Neb. Rev. Stat. § 84-733, 

which permits the use of the name of the officeholder for advertisements and promotional 

material except during an election period from January 1 of the year in which a governor is 

elected and continuing through the day of the general election of that year. 
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
